Nurses’ Association Plans 
Month-Long Trip Abroad. 


OTTAWA (CP)-—Canadian 
nurses saving their pennies 
can look forward to a Euro- 
pean tour next summer. 

The Canadian Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation, the profession's na 
tional organization, now is 
making plans for a packaged 
month-long tour to cover some 
of Europe's highlights both in 
scenery and nursing. 

Around CNA headquarters 
here, the trip is known as a 

“post-convention tour” because 
it starts June 25 from Halifax 
following the association's 
week-long biennial meeting. 

The nurses’ tour will include 
Edinburgh, London, Paris, 
Nice, Rome, Florence, Venice, 
Geneva, Lucerne,’ Brussels and 
Amsterdam. - 

The proposed itinerary in- 
cludes observational visits to 
such institutions as the Royal 
College of Nursing in Londan, 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion and the League of Nurs- 
ing Societies in Geneva. 


There also is plenty of room © 
to be simply a tourist, with a 
gondola trip in Venice, a 
cruise on the Seine from Paris, 
a Rhine voyage in Germany 
and a trip up Mount Pilatus in 
Lucerne. 

Estimated cost of the trip, 
flying both ways, with most 
meals and rooms provided, is 
about $1,200. And Miss Stiver 
expects about 30 nurses to 
sign up for the tour.
